'i he coining 'I'l-an.sit of Venus occurring 
on the 0th of lA'cenilicr will bo ob.served 
by some of the mosft enunont men 1 1 aci- 
euco now living, who will be aided by tlib 
most approved modern appliances for tho 
ob.servatiun of astronomical phenomena. 
Until ijuitc recently the transit of Venus 
was considered the most impoi-tant as- 
tronomical phenomenon, as it determined 
tho sun's parallax, or angular distance 
from tho earth. Within the past few 
years, however, tdher methods have been 
proposed, such as calculations based upon 
the aberratitins uf the moon in certain 
portions iif its orbit, and siinihir cliangcs 
produced upon tho planets by reciprocal 
attraction. These methods, liuwover, 
have not yot been subjoctod to repo.atcd 
testa, and can oidy be yet accepted as rea- 
sonable hypothcsoB. If the transit of 
^'enuB bo noted by different observers in 
various points at considerable distance 
from oacli other, it will not be of cijual 
duration at those places, and since the 
difl'erence of time deiieiids on the parallax 
of the planet as well aa on that of the 
sun, the latter can bo estimated by means 
ot the former. The Crst transit of Venus 
from which valuable results wore obtained 
was that of June 3rd, ITtlO. The Royal 
Society of London had observations taken 
at two Btations widely apart, Hudson Bay 
and Otaheite, an island in the South Pa- 
cific, the result being the determination 
of the parallax with great exactness.

stock, Montreal, Frodericton, N. B., and 
probably Quebec. The last transit in 
1874 w-T-s not vi.sihle in Toronto, but the 
present one can be viewed to better ad- 
vantage from this locality than from any 
other point on the continent, or probably 
in tho Horld. This is an advantage not 
to be lost, and .Mr, Carpmael of the ob- 
servatory has now ordered from York, 
En;^land, a six inch equatorial achromatic 
telescope, with which observations cm be 
taken under much more favorable circum- 
stances than ever before done in Toronto. 
Tho instrument will bo provided with 
divided circles for directing tho toleecope 
to any jiarticular star, and a clock-work 
mechanism which keop.4 the tube in line 
with tho star in its course through tho 
heavens. 

Before I he next transit of Venus can 
bo observed, after that of Dec. 4th, 122 
years will have gone into ihe eternity of 
the past, and .\rcturus and Orion, Sirius 
and the Pleiades, will shino from their 
serene sp.accs upon- a world of humanity 
now non-existent.
